(0 an antiperspirant selected from the group consisting of aluminum cNorohydrate, 
aluminum hydroxylactate, acidic aluminum salt, acidic zirconium salt and mixtures 
thereof; 

(ii) an agent effective against production of sebum selected from the group 
consisting of distarch phosphate, cyclodextrln. sodium com starch octenyl 
succinate, sRica dimethyl silylate, hydroxypropyt distarch phosphate, tapioca 
dextrin, aluminum starch octenyl succinate, acrylate copolymers, magnesium 
carbonate, com starch, kaolin, nylon, bentonrte, sodium silicoaluminate, boron 
nitride, silica, mica, titanium dioxide and mixtures thereof; and 

{ill) a silicone oil; and 

(b) a cosmetically or dermatologlcally effective canier.
